MIASIONABY EFFORT IN ‘SOUTH HUNAN. 

Some mission work, which has beon re- 
cently attempted in the South of the famous 
Husen Province, has been for the time 
completely uprooted. ‘fhe attempts which 
had been quiotly ond sucdenefully made to 
introduoa Obristianlty into. this Province 
have hitherto met with no marked opposi- 
tion, But suddenly everything is changed. 
No violence has been offered to the persons 
of any one concerned, but a audden attack 
has been made on the houses of the native 
Christians, of whom thero are’ ‘ several 
tens,’ by which most of them are rendered 
homeless. Moreover, so complete is the 
boyoott that no one dares to have any com~ 
manication whatever cither with the foreign 
missionary or the ative Qbristians. Tho 
Canton officials have no jarisdiction over this 
province; consequently the whole matter 
has, I bear, boon forwarded to Shanghai: 


PRANES ON THE RIVER STRAMERS. 
On Saturdoy Jest there was caso cf sui- 
cide from the s,s, Hankow as she was going 
up to Canton ; and, on Thursday, what ap- 
peared to be a bogua attempt. Both were 
Chinese. One would think that if a man 
roust commit suicide, he would prefer some. 
less round about way than going on board 
a atoamer to do it.’ The case on Thuraday, 
it was thought, was not intended to be 
successful, Tho man could swim like a 
fish ond whou picked up, twonty minutes 
after his Grst plango was quite fresh ond 
vigorous, Wheoa man is hauled up out 
of the water he prasanta rather @ woes, 
begone appearance.

FROM HONGKONG TO BANKOW. 
{Continued.)

After fune daya of walklog in ths nisnner 
T havo dasoribed, through tha barren and 
sun-scorclied wildd.of Kwangal, my com- 
panion and I crossed the provincial bordor 
into Hunan, which we entered not far from 
tha city of Shuncheu. , Here to our joy we 
found a river moderately navigable, and 
procuring & suitable boat resumed our 
journey in a more comfortable manner, 
atriking down-stream in the direction of 
the Yangtse. Qn the third doy of our 
voyage we were shipwrecked. (ur boat 
fouled o rock, knocked a holoin hor bottom 
and would have sunk in deep wator bat for 
the promptitude of our own personal atteo~ 
dant. The boatmen lost their hoads, but 
our ‘boy,'as I suppose 1 must call him, 
shoved them to .one side, and by his 
own exertions poled the boat into shallow 
water whore she quietly wont down as far 
asshscould. The district where this hap- 
poned iso very wild one, and as we could 
neither walicto—any place nor get another 
boat that day, we had to spond the remain- 
dor, of the day fiching our’ craft up and 
repairing her as well as we vould.” 


" aT CHANGSHA, : 
the capital of the province, which we roach- 
od without further trouble or adventure (if 
Texcopt sn amusing passage of atta which 
wo hud one day with the Salt Oommis- 
sioner’s meng who ; pursued us for 10 
miles under the impression that wo sore 
amugglors, and wore not satiafied until they 
boarded and searched us, after which thoy 
had to take thelr departuro, vory orest- 
fallon, amid the jeers of our bont’s crew)— 
at Changsha, Teay, in spito of ite evil re-

friendtiness‘and goodwill, both at the handa 
of officials and people, during our stay in 
tho province; and that the timo wo spent 
in Hunan was altogether the most enjoy- 
able part of our journey. Tho only people 
who did not appear to share in tho genera) 
goodwill towards us, were the literati, the 
Jong-gownod and be-spectacled gentlemen, 
and even they manifested hostility no 
farther than by sour looks which did not

hurt us, and did not seem to fofluencs the 
feelings of the bulk ‘cf the people in the 
slightest degree. As for tho oficial, they 
wero terribly anxious on our sccount— 
afraid that we should be maltreated—but 
as svents proved thoir fears luckily proved 
altogether groundless, They always sent 
on messengers abend of us to whorever wo 
were going to give poti¢e of our approach, 
and upon our arrival at any place, there 
were sure to be ono or two of tho local 
magistrates ready to esceive_us and to take 
measures for our safety. Poor people, I 
wee always sorry for their anxiety, an 
am ofraid each mandarin charged with our 
well-being was on pins and needles during 
our eojoura within his sphere of jutisdic- 
tion, and only too glud when ho saw the 
Jast of us; and their apprehensions on our 
behalf did more horm thau good, for we 
always got on’ better and more quietly 
without thom. They did their bost, but.o 
clamey, stapid best it is. 

The Hnnanese seem to bo an intelligont 
aud enorgetic race of pooplo, very inqui- 
sitive about foreiga manners and customs, 
about which they bave several curious no~ 
tions, As for their aati-foreign projudices, 
about tho, existence of which thera can 
uobappily be no doubt, 1 am ‘inclined 
to think they aro not ontirly to blame, 
but that foreigners themselves bave a good 
deal to answer for in the way in which thoy 
have conducted whatever little intercourss 
they have had with the people of the pro- 
vinco, which is altogothor the best I hava 
over been in in Chins, the most intelligont, 
the piost, prosperous, aud in spite of all 
that. has hopponed ¢o its discredit ia the 
eyes of foreigners, really tho most progres- 
salvo, The people sre brightor, quicker 
and cleanor in theie habits than any. other 
Qhinese I have: ever. met with ; and from 
all I have etperienged I have formod tho 
opinion thet any really intelligent foreigner 
could go through the length aud breadth of 
the province, and even through the length 
and broadth of Ohina, in perfect seonrity, 
if ha took the trouble to letra the customs 
of the people thoroughly and adapt himeolf 
to them.: But that does not mean six 
months’ study, nor twelve, but a matter of 
years; and theto aro people to whom it 
would ke an intelicotual impossibility, 
- While we remained in Uhangsha, through 
which we ronmed at ‘will without let or 
hindranco, the. district wan visited by a 
tramendous storm, which detained us somo 
days longer than we had intended to stay. 
Tn one-way this visitation was an advantago 
to us for it kept the people away from our 
boat, which they. wore.in the habit of 
crowding erownd, bothering us with all 
sorts of questions ; bat on the other hand 
it prevented us from moving atout avd 
xeeing all there was to be seen. Our boat 
could uot leave, it being simply impossible 
to faco tho gale, There is not much trade 
in the city, which is principally given up 
to yamons of all sorts, schools, temples and 

ablio and: official buildings of all sorts ; 
Bat at. the city of Shiang-tav, about 20 
miles above the capital, a tromendous 
volume of business . is’ transacted. The 

rincipal business streot of this great mart, 
including only first-class shops, is six miles 
long, These shops are large, airy; well~ 
fitted, gorgeously decorated and stored with 
all mannor of goods, forsign and native, 
the former being abundant and . well- 
aelected. 1 uoticed four different kinds of 
korossue in use, two Ameri brands, one 
Russian, and Lsvgkeat. Foreign buttons, 
tapo, thread, needles, piece-goods and aun- 
drics ate to be found, and they all seem to 
be in.great favour with the natives. Many 
of the shops aré darotod excluelvely to for- 
sign: goods=—foreign ‘socks, singlats and 
other soft goods, .but I did not see any 
yarn, The coger adoption of all theso ar- 
ticles argues to my mind, that foreiga 
machinery, aud even telegraphs sud rail- 
ways: would meet with little opposition in 
the province if properly introduced. 

One thing I om cettain of, and that is 
that small steamers, asy about the size of 
ordinary tog boats, would be vory sccept- 
able to the Hananese aud would do a let of 
business both in pasnengera and catgo. The 
Viceroy haa a good-sized -steanier, which 
ho usos a8 s despateh-boat and gomatinos 
travols about in, and many are the. wistful 
glances oast towards it by the poople of 
Ghangeha, With such. steamore, Lthink, 
4 vant trade might be opened tp-batween 
the ‘Yangtse and the Wost Biver, sory 
mush over the same route that wo follow 
od, the granter part of which is cut up by 
river, which, with x fow little improve- 
monts, sould bo mado saaily navigable for 
telerably good-sined eraft. :

THE TRESPASS ON STONEGUITER’S 
ISLAND, 2 
A LONDON OPINION. 4 

In answer to a question put by Mr Moon 
Mr Chamborlnin stated that the sentence o! 
thres months’ imprisonment with hard 
lebour which was passed upon the captein 
and the dcooter of a German mail eteamer-at 
Hongkong for belog found in possession of 
photographic apparatus within the fortifioa- 
tions had been commnted to a fina of $100. 
This lonienoy is just what might be-expeot- 
ed. Itis one of cur national peculicrities 
to be far more tolerant of espionage than 
our neighbours, and except in time of war 
the potential or oven the actuel presence of 
B spy fe usually. looked upon ass matter to 
bo treated with contomptuous indifference 
ratherthan with seriouancsa or severity. On 
the other hand, full many an English touriet 
has had good cause to gramble at the fussy 
auepicion, not to aay the uopleasant methods 
of protest, with which the presonos af an 
quisitive stranger ia reccived in the neigh- 
Uourhood, lot os say, of Ooblenta or Belfort. 
Tho inconvenient watebfuloess displayed to 
such places upon the Continont contrasts, as it 
may bo thought, yery unfavourably with the 
absolute facilities offered in thie countty for 
the inspection of our camps, arsenals, aud 
dowkysrds by any visitor who wishes to eee 
them, and eo far as mere courtesy is con- 
cerned the advantage in’ clearly apon the 
side of England. But our hospitable at. 
titude, even though arising out of a well- 
groucded consciousness of seonrity, may not 
impeobably be chrricd too far, and it is a mat- 
ter worthy of consideration whether our easy- 
golugeystem dose not err rather upon the aide 
of gracionsness and fail comewhat in military 
yigilonco and practical wisdom, Of course 
the importance of the spy may be exaggerat- 
ed and too much valne be aitashed to his 
sketches and observations, For it is after 
all te that the real strength of a fortified 
pluoe depends, not eo much upoa ite physical 
conformation and arrangements as upon the 
numbers and the stont hearts of those who 
holdit, sud of these no indication ono be 
furnished by means of o hurriedly drawn 
plan or s snapshot photograph. At the 
sametime, however, it is well to bear in 
mind {hat England, staids almost if not en~ 
tirely alone inthe degree of laxity which 
prevails in this matter of forciga spice, 
Other nations recognise the danger which 
may thas arise, and are strenuously careful 
to.guard against it, and the fact.might not 
uoreasonably be need to point « new applica- 
tion of the time-honoured maxim fas cat ab 
hoste doceri, Thore ia but little likelihood of 
a epy finding {¢ réally. worth his.while to 
“study the defences of Chatham or Ports- 
mouth, for the probable points of attaok ia 
the aveot of England being cugaged in wer 
lie very much furthor oficld, A suitable 
ground, however, for tha energies of 
puch a personage “is to be found in 
any of our ontlying coaling stations 
and fortified posts; at-Malta, Gibraltar, 
Bermuda, Aden, and so forth. Snob a 
pinto as this is Hongkong, our Naval. end 
commeroial oentte in, the Farthest East, and, 
in view of the most}recent developments ia 
that part of the world, a posaeasion of great- 
ex importance to tho Empire just at presoot 
than it hag ever proviously been, ‘a CAR- 
not afford to ran any riske os regards Hong: 
koug ; we will uot permit it to be tampered 
with, and, though we would fain hope that 
the photographio zeal of tha officers of. the 
Hohenczollern was morely that of the harm- 
les: unoecessary amateur, it must be felt 
that the Colonial authorities were only doing 
thelr duty in briaging them to book, The 
aotion of Germany in pasociating heraelf 
with the Chinese po! icy of France and Russia 
still stands ao a. signifloant hint of her cims

posable. The Fergusson foreabore question, 
i is true, 1s quicacent for the time, no fresh 
eteps having been taken on either side, a0 
far as is generally kuown, but the authoritica 
of the Hépital Géaéral are carrying on o 
Vigorous dispute with the Tsotai. The 
Genoral Hospital:is being cowsiderably ea- 
larged, its capacity last summer baving 
proved inadequate to requirements; new 
quarters for foreign patients. are being 
erected, together with a library and reading- 
room, waiting-soom, ete., ete, The fore- 
thore in front of the Hospital, all of which, 
down to ‘high-water level,’ belonga to the 
Hospital, ia being enclosed, as it hos long 
beep highly desirable to do, This piece of 
waste ground has for years been used by the 
poorer Chinese for the deposit of offal and 
ordure of every description ; a filthy drain 
from the native town opened on to it, and 
the resulting stenches oan be more easily 
imagined by snch of your readers nop have 
not experienced them in their yearly visits 
-to Chefoo, than described by me. Last year 
the Taotai ereoted a larga two-storied honse 
in foreign style on the laud between this 
tot and the Anglioan Church. Io av doing, 
he built his boundary wall at the extrema 
Himit of present high-water, i.¢. he commit- 
ted precisely the same ‘encroachment’ as 
that which is now being charged againat 
the hospital authorities, for the latter, the 
above-mentioned drain heaving been filled in, 
have levelled the, plot of land in question, 
end enclosed it with enbstantial walls, tho 
one on the sea-front continning the fine of 
that which bounds the Tuotai’s property, 
now bis no Songer, as it has been bought by 
4 Obefon resident. 5nd this boundary wall 
bean creoted further back a3 required by tho 
Chinese, it would have Jeft a large recces in 
which the above desorited uneanitary atate 
of affaire would have beéo perpetuated, pro- 
bably in an aggravated form, os its arca 
would bave been considerably controoted, 
and in this oase the public-spirited intentiona 
of the French Fathers, to lay out a lerza 
portion of their enclosure asa placeof public 
resort with a band, Irivaque, seate, trees, eto., 
ets., would haye been rendered nugatory,. 
However, the question is being vigorously 
disouesed between the Fronch Fathers, aided 
by the energetic French Consular agent, and 
the Chinese officials, aud the former bave 
every hope of geining tho day, Thoy bave 
hod some diffioulty in getting atone and 
other building materiale, owing to tho at- 
titude of the Chinese, but this diffoulty hae 
now been overcome. ' 


‘MORE OBSTRUCTION, 

Asimilor diffculty hos been experienced 
by the China Inland Mission anthorities, 
whose new school buildings at the other end 
of the Exst Beaoh are progressing rapidly; 
Some of the looal literati offered the moat 
strenuous opposition to their abtaining atone 
from certain quarries, in spite of the fact 
that contracts for the required quantity, all 
in dace form, bad been made and signed, 
Their opposition was triumphantly overcome, 
however, thanks to Dr Bunthwaite’s friend. 
ship with the military: officials, a friendship

Parcel Post to the United Kingdom. 


Parcola not excoeding 11 ths. in weight 
are received in Hongkong and at British 
Post Offices in Chins, for transmission to 
the United Kingdom by P. & 0. Packet 
vid Gibraltar. No parcel is sent with the 
Overland Mail vid Brindisi. Parcols there- 
foro arrive in Londori about eight days later 
than the Mail. Parcels may be sealed, but 
any parcel, even though sealed, is liable to 
he oponed for examination. 

Parcola must be posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p.m. on the day before'the depar- 
ture of the Mail. Those arriving from the 
Coast, &., after this hour aro kept for the 
following P. & O. Mail. 4 

The Postage is 40 cents per ib., and 26 
cents each succeeding fb or fraction of a ib, 
which includes Registration fee, and must 
ke prepaid in stamps. | No further chargo is 
made in the United Kingdom oexeept for 
Gustoms dues. No parcel must bé more 
than 8 fect 6 inches in length, or 6 feat in 
greatest length and girth combined. A re- 
ceipt is given for each Parcel, 

Yho sondor must fill up a form of Customs 
Declaration, whjch can be obiainad free at 
exch Post Office: No parcel can be accept.
